to be Law, that every one is guilty, till they can prove them- 
selves innocent. No sooner is a man taken up, no matter for what 
offence, or whether he deserves it or not, the Law must be put 
in force; the accused must have his head shaved, be par boiled 
under the plea of washing them, stripped of their clothes, fed on 
bread and water, put on the mill, subject to the silent system, 
denied the use of book, nen, ink and paper, or the sight of a 
friend, except in the presence of one of the Cerberus’s of the Bri- 
ton’s Bastile If when the party is tired, he is found guilty, 
the Law says, ‘‘he only had his deserts,” but if they are fortu- 
nate enough to be able to prove their innocence, the Law says, 
** they have had a lucky escape, and that they must be careful in 
future not to be suspected again.” That is the Law of England, 
the Justice is, “ Non-est,’”’ the English of which is, ‘“‘ Locked 
up with the liberty of the subject.
